| with an agonized entreaty, we 
knew that all we had hoped was to 
be more than realized. Oh, how 
our people sang how their faces in¬ 
voluntarily turned upwards to the 
skies and became transfigured as 
they sang to the living God; and 
how the desires of the reverent lis¬ 
teners also found adequate expres¬ 
sion as they were swept along and 
joined in the mighty appeal which 
from eternity to eternity, calls from 
the depths to human hearts, bid¬ 
ding them recognize and acknowl¬ 
edge that there is a God who heark¬ 
ens to the voice of his creatures,— 
an appeal the great composer has 
glorified by giving it to the world 
through his majestic harmonies. 
Let no one dare belittle or depreci¬ 
ate the gifts of God that flow out 
upon the world through the artis¬ 
tic sense, but i-everently recognize 
that “My praise in all things lies.” 

Ftrangcon-Davies,—the scholar, 
clergyman, musician and gentle¬ 
man, more than honored his world¬ 
wide reputation. A great mind 
must first conceive the interpreta¬ 
tion of these recitatives and arias, 
before they could be so expressed 
by his glorious voice. It was beau¬ 
tiful to see him turn and with tear- 
wet eyes join with the chorus in 
singing “Thanks be to God.” We 
were more than willing to see him 
stand before that immense con¬ 
course of people and represent the 
man of God—taking upon his lips 
those solemn words,—for none but 
a reverent heart could have found 
such mastery of expression. 

Gadski is unquestionably a great 
German artist. If her declamatory 
style was wholly unlike thatof our 
own Nordica, we must be broad 
enough to recognize different excel¬ 
lences in equally good artists, and 
not fasten-our affections down with 
the pin of prejudice. Nordica 
was our own Maine jewel, but Gad¬ 
ski is also a wonderful artist and 
fully. justified her trans-Atlantic 
reputation. She has a lovely wom¬ 
anly personality and carries her 
German love of home throughout 
her wanderings. Herintense moth¬ 
erhood spoke through her voice 
and bearing when in the oratorio, 
her son was given back to life, and 
the pathos in “What shall I ren¬ 
der to the Lord for all his benefits” 
revealed the grateful nature of the 
highly-developed woman as well 
as the training of the artist. 

Maconda was brilliant and be¬ 
witching in all her florid arias, and 
in her well-nigh faultless execu¬ 
tion. Miss Green seemed to have 
many friends in the audience and 
is said to he a London favorite. 
Mrs. Barney sang much better 
than last year, looked exceedingly 
pretty and was very well received. 

Miss Ricker was the surprise of 
the Festival. “We need no import¬ 
ations” said a well-known Oxford 
county musician as her voice died 
away in her first effort. Her mag¬ 
nificent contralto was beautiful

from the lowest to the highest 
notes, and her singing of “O Rest 
in the Lord” more than held its own 
beside memories of Adelaide Phil¬ 
lips’ and Cary’s renderings. 

Miles was in magnificent voice 
and spirits all through the Festi¬ 
val, but Williams greatly disap¬ 
pointed his many admirers by de¬ 
veloping a severe and unmanage¬ 
able hoarseness, which cut much 
from the oralorio one wished to 
hear. 

The orchestra was a wonder! It 
played the Fifth Symphony as 
though it had revelled in the 
atmosphere of Beethoven’s 
symphonies all its life, and 
its support throughout the chorus 
was strong and admirable. Mrs. 
Chapman,—the most popular wom¬ 
an in Maine—was here, and there, 
and everywhere,—keeping all the 
wheels within the wheel happily 
awhir, while removing all possibili¬ 
ties of friction by her tact, good 
judgment and never-failing kind¬ 
ness. Beautifully gowned, seem¬ 
ingly never tired, she rivalled the 
queens of song in her personal ap¬ 
pearance, and in company With the 
now historic “Little black cat” 
can well be called the Festival’s 
Mascot. 

The audiences were large, wholly 
in sympathy, and throughout the 
Elijah fairly breathless with inter¬ 
est and not in the least ashamed of 
moist eyes and husky voices. It 
was a revelation to see the classes 
of people one would not call spec¬ 
ially musical, however wide their 
general cultivation, who were held 
spell-bound by that masterpiece, 
for a year ago one caught his breath 
at the thought of such a composi¬ 
tion as the Elijah being compre¬ 
hended even by those who were to 
study it for a year.

IRRIGATION METHODS. j 

Flooding: tlie Surface—Subirrigation—Per¬ 
colation—Artificial Rainfall. 

Some of the many systems of apply¬ 
ing water to land, varying with the 
base of the water supply and the loca¬ 
tion of the land, are described by a 
writer in New England Homestead: 

Flooding the entire surface is a sys¬ 
tem of irrigation practiced in nearly ail 
foreign countries and highly recom¬ 
mended by some farmers in the west, 
hi thig method furrows are not used; 
and one or more openings in the main 
canal furnish all the water necessary. 
Dams are made round a given area of 
one aore or more, and the water is turned 
in and let run until it stands at a depth 
of two or three inches. This gradually 
soaks into the soil and is supposed to 
supply more perfect moisture than fur¬ 
rows if the land is perfectly level. -The 
ricefields of Louisiana are irrigated in 
this manner, and some of the grain grow¬ 
ing sections of the west are similarly 
treated for the saving of labor in apply¬ 
ing the water. 

Snbirrigation is the most advanced 
and probably the best system adopted 
by the irrigationists of the world. It is 
more expensive but more perfect-than 
any method ever practiced. The water 
; is conducted to the Toots of trees and 
plants through underground channels 
and does not touch the surface. This 
makes the land more • clean of surface 
weeds and grass and does not out up the 
farm into ditches. Tiling is the best for 
carrying the water to its destination. 
This is buried in trenches two or three 
feet deep, and holes are bored every few 
feet to permit the water to escape and 
seep out for several feet in every direc¬ 
tion. The holes and stop checks are cov¬ 
ered with wooden boxes similar to hy¬ 
drants in city water systems. 

Seepage, or percolation, is one of the 
methods practiced by fruit growers in 
some irrigated countries. The water is 
taken from the main canal in deep 
trenches and left to percolate through 
the loose soil. This system does well 
where none other is applicable and 
where the soil or water does not contain 
alkali. In a sandy loam trenches.three 
or four feet deep will send out moisture 
for 100 feet on either side. The nature 
of the soil determines the distance at 
which trenches should be made. 

Artificial rainfall is practiced in 
Florida, and the fruit growers claim it 
is superior to all other methods of irri¬ 
gation. This consists of pumping water 
from ponds or rivers and forcing it 
through pipes to numerous hydrants, 
from which it is taken in hose and 
showered over the trees and plants. One 
hydrant with a 50 foot -hose attached 
furnishes water for 16 trees 21 feet 
apart or for other crops covering that 
area of land. This method has at least 
one advantage over all others in that it 
thoroughly washes the leaves and fruits 
and prevents disease and blight. What¬ 
ever system is adapted to any locality 
should be practiced, even though there 
is an abundance of rainfall one year, 
because the next season might be dry 
and require irrigation. 

Observations In Onion Cnltnre. 

Most bulbs want-a rest when the 
weather gets warm or the temperature 
dry. In many parts of the United States 
it takes two years to raise a crop of 
onions on account of this fact. The on¬ 
ions are sown early in spring, and in a 
few months get the size of large mar¬ 
bles. When the leaves wither, and the 
bulbs go to rest, they are then in the 
condition known in the trade as onion 
sets. The next spring they are again 
planted and soon become marketable 
onions. But where the climate is moist 
and considerably cool the onion will go 
on growing the whole summer season, 
and the large roots are attained the first 
season. In mentioning these facts Mee¬ 
han’s Monthly suggests that those who 
can discover locations may make onion 
culture far more profitable than is pos¬ 
sible in the two years’ course. There 
might be companies formed in this caser¬ 
ns in the case of beet growing or celery 
culture. The onion prefers a deep, sandy 
soil, but yet it must be one which has 
been packed hard and as solid as possi-' 
ble before sowing the seed. In gardens, 
where onions are sown in narrow beds, 
with a pathway between the beds, the 
largest onions always come from a few 
seeds that may have accidentally fallen 
into the hard trodden pathway. 

The Hoe In the Vegetable Garden. 

The smaller the garden the less de¬ 
pendence frequently is placed on per¬ 
fect cultivation. In time of drought,, 
when .weeds are not making trouble, the 
hoe must be used just as frequently as 
in rainy weather, when the weeds at¬ 
tempt to rob the plants of food; but in 
the former case it is in .order to keep 
the soil loosened up both to admit air 
end preserve moisture. Good cultiva¬ 
tion is particularly essential where veg¬ 
etables are grown for their foliage or 
root. Lacking this, the plants are likely 
to. be stunted and minus the proper 
flavor of well ripened growth. There is 
a decided art in hoeing. The soil should 
be stirred and not scraped, but some 
plants make surface roots and discretion 
must be used here not to hoe too deeply. 
Keep the hoe sharpened, when it will cut* 
instead of scrape.—Meehan’s Monthly. 

Some Vermont Haying Practices. 

A Vermont reader of The Rural New' 
Yorker says that he cuts two crops of 
hay each year. His land needs top dress¬ 
ing every second year, and new seeding 
every fourth year? When new seeding 
is necessary, he sows it with millet as 
soon as possible after harvesting the 
first crop of hay. The best time he has 
found for top dressing is immediately 
after the first crop is cut. This man re¬ 
gards the tedder as the most helpful 
machine in the hayfield. •! 

How to Prepare Garlic Sauce... 

Remove the peel from some garlio, 
separate it into doves, put them in 
a saucepan , of water and boil for five 
minutes. Change the water three times, 
boiling for five minutes in each. Strain 
off the water, add white sauce to the 
cloves, boil np and serve. The strength 
of the flavor is determined by the length 
of boiling, as the longer it boils the 
weaker it will be. The garlic if proper¬ 
ly cooked will have an almond taste. 

How to Servo Marrow on Toast. 

Extract the marrow out of two beef 
bones, cut it into small squares of even 
size, blanch it, strain and drain. Have 
ready some slices of buttered toast. 
Spread over with anchovy paste, out it 
into neat squares or rounds, place two 
or three pieces of marrow on each piece 
of toast, break it with a fork, sprinkle 
with a mixture Of chopped parsley and 
chives, season with salt and a dust of 
cayenne pepper. Bake in a quick; over 
for five minutes. Sprinkle over a few 
drops of liquid meat glaze just before 
serving.

Bitinff. Finger Nails. 

The chief finger nail chewers of the 
World are the French, and it was re¬ 
cently stated upon reliable authority 
that nearly two-thirds of French school 
children are addicted to the habit. 

Even for grown people there is hard¬ 
ly any habit, aside from the confirmed 
abuse of narcotics, more difficult to 
overcome than the habit of biting the 
finger nails. It requires a strong mental 
effort and constant vigilance to do this, 
for once a person has become thorough¬ 
ly addicted to the habit he does it un¬ 
consciously, and is only reminded that 
he is marring himself when he gets one 
of his nails gnawed down to the quick. 
All manner of remedies have been ad¬ 
vanced for the cure of the finger nail 
biting habit, including the placing of 
injurious and bitter compositions on the 
ends of the fingers, but none of the rem¬ 
edies amounts to much. 

The only way to stop biting the fin¬ 
ger nails is to stop. The Americans are 
next to the French in the finger nail 
biting habit, probably because the 
Americans, as a whole, are an exceed¬ 
ingly nervous people. A man who ac¬ 
complishes his determination to knock 
off biting his finger nails may, by in-. 
cessant manicuring, get them to look 
fairly well within a year or so, but fin¬ 
ger nail biting, if long persisted in, 
ruins the shape of the ends of the fin¬ 
gers, and the nails can never be brought 
to look as well as those of the persons 
who permit their nails to grow as they 
were intended to grow.—Washington 
Star.
